with little opposition beyond the ex­ 
pression of the senators that the bill 
would accomplish nothing. Mr. Stewart 
offered an amendment providing that 
in case the conference failed, the secre­ 
tary of the treasury shall within 30 
days begin the free aud unlimited coin­ 
age of both gold and silver. 
No final 
action on the bill was taken. 
Th*-Nicaragua canal debate was re­ 
sumed, Mr. Daniels speaking against 
the measure. 
Mr. Morgan submitted a 
letter from President Hitch* ck of the 
canal company, replying to the recent 
letter of M uster Rodrigues. 
Mr. Mor­ 
gan also offered an amendment designed 
to meet the objections presented by Mr. 
Rodriguez.

W a s h in g t o n , Jan. 27. — The house 
overrode another of President Cleve­ 
land's pension vetoes yesterday by a 
vote of 137 to 52. 
The bill pensioned 
Jonathan Scott of the Sixth Iowa cav­ 
alry, who is now living at Oswego, 
Kau., at the rate of $72 per month. Mr. 
Cleveland vetoed it on the ground that 
the disability for which the beneficiary 
wa* to be pensioned was not contracted 
in the service. 
The rest of the day was devoted to the 
continuation of the debate on the Indian 
appropriation bill. 
Only a few amend­ 
ments were adopted aud those of minor 
importance. 
About 25 pages of the bill 
were covered. 
In the eoum of the discussion about 
the Indian schools, Mr. Murphy of Ari­ 
zona, questioned the good results of the 
present Indian educational system so 
far as it related to thoae who were re­ 
turned to their reservations. 
He de­ 
clared that every Apache who was edu­ 
cated in the east aud who returned to 
his reservation was wearing the breech­ 
clout today. 
He said upon their return 
they were hazed and subjected to the 
utmost cruelty. 
Mr. Mali on (Rep., Pa.) warmly de­ 
fended the work of the Carlisle Indian 
school. 
He stated that many of the In­ 
dians who came there wearing blankets 
after four years of collegiate training 
went out into the world aud made as 
good citizens as there were in the 
United States. 
Mr. Curtis (Rep., Kan.), admitted 
that so far as Arizona was concerned it 
was unfortunate that educated Indians 
were returned to their reservations, as a 
crow living over some of those reserva­ 
tion? would have to carry his dinner 
with him. 
But where the Indians had 
good tillable lands he denied that they 
returned to savagery.

P hiladelphia, Jan. 27.—A tiny spiral 
of smoke curled out of the cellar win­ 
dow of a big building on Market street 
yesterday and in a few’ hours one of the 
most valuable blocks of real estate in 
the city had been consumed in raging 
flame. 
It was the block bounded by 
Market, Thirteenth, Filbert and Juni­ 
per streets, in the very heart of the city. 
A few steps to the right looms the mas­ 
sive city hall, around the corner stands 
the Pennsylvania railroad terminal aud 
directly across the way John Waua- 
maker's great store 
stretches from 
street to street. 
So fierce was the flame 
and so strong the wind which aided its 
destructive work that even this build­ 
ing, distant the width of M arket street, 
was saved almost by a miracle from 
total destruction, aud Mr. W anamaker 
place* his loss at $100,000. 
The total loss is variously estimated 
at from $1,000,000 to $2,500,000, but in 
the chaos and confusion now existing it 
is all but impossible to secure accurate 
figures. 
The losses are very generally 
covered by insurance. 
T h irty B u ild lug® C onsum ed. 
The fire originated in the basement of 
the 6-story building extending from 1300 
to 1317 Market street, occupied in the 
lower floors by Hanscom Bros., grocers, 
aud above by the umbrella factory of 
Hirsh Bro*. 
The smoke was discovered 
by a policeman, who promptly turned 
in an alarm, but tho fire made such 
headway that before the engines could 
be put to work the building was a mass 
of flames, 
W ith uncontrollable rapid­ 
ity it then spread in all directions, de­ 
stroying about 80 buildings before it 
had been finally controlled. 
The fire 
reached the big tower of Waua maker’s 
store about an hour after it started, aud 
the energies of the departm ent were 
then concentrated upon saving that 
building 
The tower was entirely de­ 
stroyed, together with 
the valuable 
clock and chimes, the roof all along the 
Market street front being badly dam ­ 
aged and a great deal of the stock in 
r r 
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smoke and water. 
The buildings wholly or partially de­ 
stroyed and tho estimated losses were:

Inpi VNAIOLT.S, Jan. 27.—There was a 
great deal of important politics in the 
honse Tuesday, which began with an 
unexpected division over a little usury 
bill and ended with the passage of the 
bill to extend the life of the appellate 
court, as a political measure, and the 
adoption of the report of the elections 
committee unseating Hart of Gibson 
county. The house also passed the bills 
for dividing the Laporte-St. Joseph and 
Howard-Tipton judicial circuits. The 
senate discussed three bills of general 
interest that were up for final passage. 
One of these was the measure intro­ 
duced by Senator Wood, providing that 
the party asking for a change of venue 
must specify reasons therefor by affida­ 
vit, and the opposing party may have 
the privilege of filing affidavits in oppo­ 
sition. An effort was made by its oppo­ 
nents to prove that the bill would be 
advantageous to corporations, and it 
was finally defeated. 
Senator Duncan’s 
bill, providing that in a construction of 
free gravelroads the county commis­ 
sioners shall withhold 20 per cent of the 
cost until protests against the character 
of the construction can be heard and ad­ 
judicated, was passed, after which Sen­ 
ator Bobilya’s measure regulating the 
testing and grading of wheat was 
passed, after being amended so as to not 
apply to dealers operating upon boards 
of trade. 
It provides that only the 
standard half bushel measure shall be 
used in this work in purchasing from 
the original producer. 
Board of trade 
dealers were exempted from the fact 
that they buv in carload lots and it is 
impracticable’ for them to trade in this 
fashion. 
In getting the appellate court 
bill through the house the Republicans 
had a much easier time than they ex 
pec ted they would. 
The Democrats 
le i 1 a final caucus and when it was ex­ 
plained that there was no way of post­ 
poning the bill they decided not to try 
to vote solidly against it and eight of 
them voted with the majority.

•h ed —T hrough Thin C ode th e K ingdom 


o f H anover Lout Its In d ep en d en ce and 


W as A bsorbed by P ru ssia. 


A relic of prehistoric barbarism , of 
tim es when women w ere regarded as 
»eulless beings but one rem ove superior 
j to the brute creation, is th a t Salic law 
which debars tho fair sex from all rights 
of succession to m ost of the thrones of 
Europe. No one know s w ith any degrc e 
of certainty the origin of this law, al­ 
though m any theories and argum ents 
have been advanced regarding it, yet 
there is no law th a t has been the cause 
of so m uch bloodshed and desolation 
throughout tho last 800 years. 
N early all tho historic w ars that have 
taken place in Eunq*e since the days of 
the first crusade m ay be attributed to 
the existence of this law, and even in 
the present century sanguinary struggles 
have taken place on its account. 
G reat 
B ritain and R ussia are the only two 
countries where it has never secured any 
foothold. 
Spain. Portugal and H olland have 
w ithin the last 100 years erased the 
law from their statu te books, and have 
benefited by tho change, w hil#*ince the 
reign of M aria Theresa and the seven 
years’ wav it exists only in a modified 
form in A ustria, and, perhaps, not at 
ail in the kingdom of H ungary. 
B ut it is still in force iu Denm ark, iu 
Sweden, in Prussia and all the other 
federal states of the G erm an em pire, as 
w ell as in Belgium , Italy, Roum ania, 
Servia, B ulgaria and Greece, the n a­ 
tional constitution of w hich, being of a 
more mushroom character and draw n 
up by enlightened statesm en of tho pres­ 
en t century, m ight reasonably be ex­ 
pected to be moro up to date and free 
from sueli narrow mediaeval prejudices 
and doctrines. 
It is precisely in the three countries 
w hich are now ruled by women— E ng­ 
land, Holland and Spain — th a t tho 
greatest degree of peace and probier) ty 
prevails, the three royal widows dis­ 
playing far m ore common sense, en­ 
lightened statesm anship and political 
sagacity than any of th e ir brother mon­ 
arch.*». 
UndOi the circum stances it m ust be a 
m atter of regret th a t the Salio law 
should debar a num ber of beautiful, 
chatm ing and clever princesses from 
succeeding to thrones. 
T hus theri* is 
the pretty Princess P auline of W ürttem ­ 
berg, tho only child of the present king 
and a young girl whom it is no exag­ 
geration to describe as the national idol. 
Yet, notw ithstanding th e fact that ail 
the Rffection of the people is centered iu 
her, she is com pelled by |n e Sa)i< law 
to stand aside and to perm i t her fath er’s 
crown to descend to a distan t cousin, 
born and bred not in W ürttem berg, but 
in A ustria, and who, iu addition to be­ 
ing regarded as a foreigner, has the sn- 
jUUiilt) Ui.>uu»auiai;u, iU tiJU t’|t a OI tito 
L utherans and Protestants, constitut­ 
ing the vast m ajority of th e nation, of 
being a Catholic. 
A lthough K ing Oscar of N orw ay ii 
one of the m ost enlightened and accom­ 
plished of m an, endowed w ith a char­ 
acter th a t can only be deseritAd as un­ 
blem ished, he has not proved a success­ 
fu l ruler. 
The fact is th a t tho king, in spile of 
all his talents and his perfections, m oral 
and otherw ise, is entirely w anting in 
th a t peisonal m agnetism , and, if I may 
be perm itted to coin the expression, that 
public tact w hich 
distinguished 
his 
homely, genial and by no means so in ­ 
tellectual brother, K ing C harles XV. 
Tho latter had only one daughter. 
Princess Louisa, w ho inherited his q u al­ 
ities, and who, in spite of hei plainness, 
was ju st t a m uch the idol olf both the 
N orw egiaus and Swedes a i Princess 
Paulino of W ürttem berg is at S tu ttg a rt 
Over six feet high, and far from being 
endowed w ith intellect abov 3 the aver­ 
age, she possesses the liest ter<1 per in the 
w orld and an inexhaustible fund of 
m errim ent aud good hum or, uod a heart 
as big as her laugh, w hich has been 
com pared to th a t of a horse. 
Had she been perm itted to succeed 
her fathi'r as queen regent of. Sweden 
and Norway it is doubtful w hether tho 
present conflict in tho sister kiugdom 
would ever have arrived at the acute 
stage, and certainly the loyalty to tho 
throuo on both sides of the border would 
not have reached its present low ebb. 
But, being debarred from h e r fath e r’s 
throne by thp Salic law , she m arried the 
crown prince of Denm ark, carrying out 
of the country of her birth aP the vast 
w ealth w hich she had inherit« d, partly i 
from her father, and partly, <00, from 
her Dutch granduuole, w hich is esti­ 
m ated at £5,000,000. 
It is to the Salic law th a t the king­ 
dom of H anover is indebted for the loss 
of its independence aud for it? absorp­ 
tion by Prussia, w ith a ll the disad­ 
vantages w hich th a t entails, economic, 
political aud social. 
H ad Queen V ic­ 
toria not been barred by this statute 
from succeeding to tho throne of H an­ 
over a t the tim e w hen sho ascended th at 
of G reat B ritain there is no doubt that 
H anover would have been enjoying at 
the present m om ent the same com m er­ 
cial prosperity and m anifold advantage« 
w hich have fallen to the lot of the E ng­ 
lish since the beginning of the V ictorian 
era. 
B ut instead 
the 
Salic law* made 
necessary the st paration of the crown 
of Hanover from th a t of England, and 
it passed iu 1837, net to V ictoria, but 
to the Duke of Cum berland. 
His very 
first act 011 succeeding to the throne was 
to repeal the grant of all the popular 
liberties conceded by his younger broth 
er, the Duke of Cam bridge, who had 
been acting a* viceroy, aud until 1836 
Hanover, although free from the obliga 
tion of compulsory m ilitary service and 
unham pered by any P russian rostric 
tions upon trade, rem ained a liotbcd of 
feudalism and one of the luost re trog ado 
states in Europe.—C incinnat i E nquirer

P hiladelphia, Jan. 27.—A tiny spiral 
of smoke curled out of the cellar w in­ 
dow of a big building on Market street 
yesterday and in a few' hours one of the 
most valuable blocks of real estate in 
the city had been consumed in raging 
flame. 
It was the block bounded by 
• Market, Thirteenth, Filbert aud Ju n i­ 
per streets, in tho very heart of the city. 
A few steps to the right looms the mas­ 
sive city hall, around the corner stands 
the Pennsylvania railroad terminal and 
directly across the way John Waua- 
maker’s great 
store 
stretches from 
street to street. 
So fierce was the flame 
and so strong the wind which aided its 
destructive work that even this build­ 
ing, distant the width of Market street, 
was saved almost by a miracle from 
total destruction, and Mr. W anamaker 
places his loss at ftlOO.OOO. 
The total kiss is variously estimated 
at from f I,OOO,OOO to $2,500,000, but in 
the chaos and confusion now existing it 
is all but impossible to secure accurate 
figures. 
The losses are very generally 
covered by insurance.

The fire originated in the basement of 
the 0-story building extending from 1300 
to 1317 Market street, occupied in the 
lower floors by Hanscom Bros., grocers, 
and above by the umbrella factory of

The smoke was discovered 
by a policeman, who promptly turned 
in an alarm, but the fire made such 
headway that before the engines could 
be put to work the building was a mass 
of flames. 
W ith uncontrollable rapid­ 
ity it then spread in all direct ions, de­ 
stroying about 30 buildings before it 
had been finally controlled.

One of these was the measure intro­ 
duced by Senator Wood, providing that 
the purty asking for a change of venue 
must specify reasons therefor by affida­ 
vit, and the opposing party may have 
the privilege of filing affidavits in oppo­ 
sition.

A relic of prehistoric barbarism, of 
times when women were regarded us 
■ouiless beings but one remove superior 
! to th© brut© creation, is that Salic law 
which debars tho fair sex from all rights 
of succession to most of the thrones of 
Europe. No one knows with any degree 
of certainty the origin of this lane, a1 
though many theories and arguments 
have been advanced regarding it, yet 
there is no law that has been the cause 
of so much bloodshed and desolation 
throughout tho last 800 years. 
Nearly all the historic wars that have 
taken place in Europe since the days of 
the first crusade may be attributed to 
the existence of this law, and even in 
the present century sanguinary struggles 
have taken place on its account. 
Great 
Britain and Russia are the only two 
countries where it. has never secured any 
foothold. 
iSpain, Portugal and Holland have 
within the last IOO years erased the 
lair from their statute books, aud have 
benefited by the change, w liil#eince Hie 
reign of Maria Theresa aud the seven 
years’ war it exists only in a modified 
form in Austria, and, perhaps, not at 
all in the kingdom of Hungary. 
But it is still in force in Denmark, in 
Sweden, in Prussia and nil the other 
federal states of tho German empire, as 
w ell as in Belgium, Italy, Roumania, 
Senna, Bulgaria and Greece, the na­ 
tional constitution of which, being of a 
more mushroom character and drawn 
up by enlightened statesmen of the pres­ 
ent century, m ight reasonably bo ex­ 
pected to bo more up to date and free 
from such narrow mediaeval prejudices 
and doctrines. 
It is precisely in the three countries 
which are now ruled by women—Eng­ 
land, Hoilund and Spain — that tho 
greatest degree of peaeo and prosperity 
prevails, the three royal widows dis­ 
playing far more common sense, en­ 
lightened statesmanship aud political 
sagacity than any of their brother mon- 
arc&A. 
Und* i the circumstances it must bo a 
matt* r of regret that the Salic law 
should d<*bar a number of beautiful, 
charming and clever princesses from 
succeeding to thrones. 
Thus there is 
the pretty Princess Pauline of Wurtfew- 
berg, the only child of the present king 
and a young girl whom it is no exag­ 
geration to describe as the national idol. 
Yet, notwithstanding tho fact that ail 
the affection of the people is centered iD 
her, she is compelled byj$b© .Salic law 
to stand aside aud to permi t her father’s 
crown to descend to a distant cousin, 
born and bred not in Wurttemberg, but 
in Austria, aud wdio, in addition to bo­ 
ing regarded as a foreigner, has the su­ 
preme disadvantage, in the eyes of the 
Lutherans and Protestants, constitut­ 
ing tho vast majority of the nation, of 
boing a Catholic. 
Although King Oscar of Norway ii 
one of the m ost enlightened aud accom­ 
plished of man, endowed with a char­ 
acter that can only bo described as un­ 
blemished, he has not proved a success­ 
ful ruler. 
The fact is that tho king, in spit© of 
all his talents and his perfections, moral 
aud otherwise, is entirely wanting in 
that personal magnetism, and, if I may 
bi' permitted to coin the expression, that 
public tact which 
distinguished 
hi* 
homely, gonial and by no means so in­ 
tellectual brother. King Charles XV. 
The latter had only one daughter. 
Princess Louisa, who inherit© I his qual­ 
ities, and who, in spit© of bel plainness, 
was just i s much the idol of both the 
Norwegians aud Swedes a i Princess
